To the Christian, the end 
of the eternal quest of the Philosophers for what they 
call ‘the good life’ is given here by Jesus.

O YOU EVER FEEL that the Christian’s cross is 
by heavier than you can bear? Do you ever feel that

The devil convinced me that I should re- 
turn to a life of sin in order to please my husband and 
keep peace in the home. When he convinced me that this 
was the only practical thing to do, I said, ‘You’re right, 
devil; it will be best for me, under these conditions, not 
to try to live for Christ any more.’ Then I told him, ‘But 
I have enjoyed praying so much, and it has brought me 
so much comfort and consolation, that I want to have 
one more good prayer before I quit.’ Then I went into a 
back room and had the one more prayer I wanted so 
badly. While I was praying, the Lord blessed my soul so 
much and gave me so much strength and courage that I 
changed my mind about going back into sin, and I mean 
to live for Christ forever.” 

This lady had found the secret of continuous Christian 
living. She may have been naive and crude in her con- 
versation with the devil and in her understanding, but 
she still had the simple secret of perpetual Christian vic- 
tory. She prayed “one more prayer.” That is all. That is 
all that is necessary. The Christian who always prays one 
more good prayer will never backslide. Never at any time 
surrender to the enemy until you have prayed one more 
good prayer. If you ever have a temptation to quit the 
spiritual battle, never do so until you have enjoyed one 
more prayer. That one more prayer, each time you need 
it, will eventually make you the strong Christian you 
want to be and should be.

SRAEL HAD NOW BEEN in Egypt some 430 years. 
_Qeoa' promise to give to them the promised land 

must be fulfilled. God’s people had served as slaves 
long enough. A child who was to be their deliverer had 
been hidden three months in the different places, and 
finally placed among the bulrushes to wait his fate. A 
fine lady had taken him and caused him to be nursed 
and cared for as one of her very own. That child had 
grown to manhood, had taken his stand for God’s people 
and made his choice. He had been before Pharaoh on 
numerous occasions and pled for Israel. Finally, by a 
high hand, God had caused His people to be delivered, 
when the Red Sea rolled back and they went over dry 
shod. On the other side, Miriam played and sang the 
songs of deliverance. Now, the long and wearisome jour- 
ney has begun—forty-five days out into a sandy, hot 
desert; no inhabitants except probably a few roaming 
Nomads; no cafeteria, no grocery stores, no fields of 
wheat or corn; nothing but hot sand, wasted land with a 
few small bushes common to such a country; food sup- 
plies gone; six hundred thousand men, their wives, chil- 
dren, flocks, herds, etc., hungry; forty-five days of travel 
behind them; tired and discouraged; sickness, malnutri- 
tion, lost courage, disappointment and loss of confi- 
dence, combined with human weakness, caused a pitiful 
sight. The people begin to murmur and wish they were 
back in Egypt. Exodus 16:3, “And the children of Israel 
said unto them, Would to God we had died by the hand 
of the Lord in the land of Egypt, when we sat by the 
flesh pots, and when we did eat bread to the full; for ye 
have brought us forth into this wilderness, to kill this 
whole assembly with hunger.” Poor Moses makes all the 
defense he can: “And what are we, that ye murmur 
against us? Your murmurings [are] against the Lord.” 


MANNA 

Now get the picture. After a late discussion, hungry 
mothers and children crying themselves to sleep, sheep 
bleating, cows lowing, and, last of all, the meekest man 
of the earth humbling himself before God, here is the 
answer. Read it. Exodus 16:4-15, ‘““‘Then said the Lord un- 
to Moses, Behold, I will rain bread from heaven to you; 
and the people shall go out and gather a certain rate 
every day, that I may prove them, whether they will 
walk in my law, or no. And it shall come to pass that on 
the sixth day they shall prepare that which they bring 
in; and it shall be twice as much as they gather daily. 
And Moses and Aaron said unto all the children of Israel, 
At even, then ye shall know that the Lord hath brought 
you out from the land of Egypt. And in the morning, then 
ye shall see the glory of the Lord; for that he heareth 
your murmurings against the Lord: and what are we, 
that you murmur against us? And Moses said, This shall 
be, when the Lord shall give you in the evening flesh to 
eat, and in the morning bread to the full; for that the 
Lord heareth your murmurings which ye murmur 
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against him; and what are we? Your murmurings are 
not against us, but against the Lord. And Moses spake 
unto Aaron, Say unto all the congregation of the chil- 
dren of Israel, Come near before the Lord: for he ha 

heard your murmurings. And it came to pass, as Aaro 

spake unto the whole congregation of the children of Is- 
rael, that they looked toward the wilderness, and, behold, 
the glory of the Lord appeared in the cloud. And the 
Lord spake unto Moses, saying, I have heard the mur- 
murings of the children of Israel: speak unto them, say- 
ing, At even ye shall eat flesh, and in the morning ye 
shall be filled with bread; and ye shall know that I am 
the Lord your God. And it came to pass, that at even the 
quails came up, and covered the camp: and in the morn- 
ing the dew lay round about the host. And when the 
dew that lay was gone up, behold, upon the face of the 
wilderness there lay a small round thing, as small as 
the hoar frost on the ground. And when the children of 
Israel saw it, they said one to another, It is manna: for 
they wist not what it was. And Moses said unto them, 
This is the bread which the Lord hath given you to eat.” 

The word “manna” signified that they were amazed; 
they did not know what it was, why it came, how it 
came, or from where it came. So, they exclaimed, “Man- 
na,” or “What is it?” And Moses answered, “This is the 
bread which the Lord hath given you to eat.” 

WHAT IS IT? 

Verse 14 says, “And when the dew that lay was gone 
up, behold, upon the face of the wilderness there lay a 
small round thing, as small as the hoar frost on the 
ground.” IT WAS FOOD FOR THE HUNGRY. What’s 
more, it was palatable, for it is said that it was like 
coriander seed and like wafers made with honey. There 
was plenty for all. Each person was to gather an omer, 
just enough for his need. Only on the day before the 
Sabbath could one gather more. It was bread from heav- 
en. 

WHY WAS IT GIVEN? 

About 5,000,000 human beings had dared to step out to 
follow their leader, Moses, to the promised land. God’s 
word was out. They must be fed; they were about to rebel 
against God’s man. They, no doubt, had exhausted their 
supply of food. They complained to Moses. He prayed to 
God. So, a loving heavenly Father supplied the need. 

HOW DID IT COME? 

It came at night while they slept. There was no earth- 
ly way to have brought about such a wonderful deliv- 
erance from such a terrible shortage of food. Note that 
it did not come just once and quit, but it fell regularly 
for forty years—until they had reached the promised 
land and had made a crop. 

This frost-like bread came from heaven to a starved, 
discouraged, disgruntled, bewildered, dying multitude at 
a time when only God could have saved them. 


TO WHERE DID IT COME? 


It fell round about the camp, in the wilderness, where 
there was a real need—no food in reach of them. Now 
picture them in your mind, as they went out and looked. 
Yes, there it was—bread, sweet bread, bread mixed with 
honey and oil; bread enough to feed everyone; bread 
for every man, woman, child, and beast. No, don’t fear; 
it will be here every morning. Don’t be afraid to get too 
much, it will press down to the level of the omer. If yo

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who have dedicated their lives to one cause, 

which is broken down into two responsibilities. 
One of these is to pray, and tht other is the ministry of 
the Word. To me, these are the c.ying needs of the hour. 
When men pray, their needs are supplied from God. 

Prayer gives sense of direction, brings wisdom, broad- 
ens the mind, strengthens your faith, gives an under- 
standing of the past and a vision for the future. Prayer 
should have a place in the colleges of today. And you 
should have a “closet of prayer” where you “enter in and 
shut the door and pray to your Father in secret, and He 
will reward thee openly.” Thoughts of righteousness are 
born in prayer. 

We will learn more about God, Bible holiness, His will 
concerning our lives, and the needs of the Church in one 
hour of prayer than we will learn in six hours of hard 
studying. Prayer puts salt in your testimonies and mes- 
sages. Prayer also gives your messages the saving influ- 
ence they should have. Prayer sweetens the contents of 
every minister’s life, words, deeds, and actions. Prayer 
makes people thoughtful of others. Prayer should be an 
extension ladder out of every preacher’s study, so he can 
present the needs of the people to God. Every gospel 
preacher who has presented the gospel in sincerity and in 
truth was made in a closet of prayer. Check back on 
men who have turned this world to God, and you will 
find they have had a prayer life behind their ministry. 
Your libraries and studies are little more than empties 
when compared with the power gained through prayer 
and fasting. When men pray and seek God, they have 
springs of great love and overflowing fountains of tender 
mercy even for their enemies. 

Prayer is spiritual work, and human nature doesn’t 
like the idea of humbling itself before God for hours 
and hours in order that God can contribute some special 
gift. Some are so smart they don’t have time to pray. 

- Others are so lazy they won’t pray. Yet, prayer and total 
submission to His will, will move God on the throne and 
start the angels to singing. Fervent prayer will move 
@:: impossibilities and let faith look in on your needs.

thing from God. There never has, to my knowledge, been 
any sect or organization that has offered a reward to 
anyone who fasted and prayed the longest. Contest after 
contest has been run here and there, but not on prayer 
and consecration. Not that I advance the idea of reward- 
ing men to pray. I only mean that the main thing to 
Christian success is prayer. Look for the reward as an 
answer to prayer. God works no other way except 
through prayer. Quit praying, and you can do anything 
you want to do and feel all right. 


JOHN WESLEY said, “Give me one hundred 
preachers who fear nothing but sin and desire nothing 
but God and care not a straw whether they be clergy- 
man or layman; such alone will shake the gates of hell 
and set up the kingdom of God on earth.” I fear that 
here is where we are failing. If we, as ministers, would 
make ourselves pray and fast and insist that others do 
the same, we would find more fellowship in the ministry; 
state lines would exist no longer; and marvelous things 
would take place. The early preacher said, “It is not 
reason that we should leave the word of God, and serve 
tables. Wherefore, brethren, look ye out seven men of 
honest report, full of the Holy Ghost and wisdom, whom 
we may appoint over this business. But we will give our- 
selves continually to prayer, and to the ministry of the 
word.” When you give yourself to prayer, you lose frolic, 
foolishness, and the friendship of those who live a half- 
handed life and are holding on to some things they are 
supposed to give up.

Exodus 14:15, “GO FORWARD!” 


T’S MIDNIGHT IN EGYPT. The laborers have come 
g in from the hot fields and dusty brickkilns, un- 

yoked and foddered the weary oxen, and trudged 
with leaden feet to their mud hovels. Another day of 
oppression ended. Young and old backs are being bathed 
and treated by loving hands, for these backs have been 
cut mercilessly by the whip of the cruel taskmaster. 

As gore poured down the spine of the young Hebrew, 
he turned his smarting eyes upward and whispered 
through clenched teeth, “O God of Abraham, Isaac, and 
Jacob, HOW LONG will this oppression continue?” Yon- 
der an old Jew reels and falls under the scorching sun, 
for a man of his age has no business to be working in 
such intense heat; but what choice has a slave! There 
is the sickening crack of a whip, the stealing of crimson 
from his lacerated skull, the heart-rending groan of 
helplessness, and the diabolical laugh of tyranny. The 
hoary head rolls from side to side in dust and blood, 
and, caring not whether he lives or dies, he defies all 
consequences, looking first at the hateful face of his 
assailant and then up into the brazen skies, and screams, 
“O God, God of my fathers, Giver of liberty. Thou who 
didst promise DELIVERANCE, WHEN will the hour come 
for our emancipation? WHEN? WHEN?” Above these 
lamentations I hear the bloodcurdling wail of mother- 
hood. 

Pharaoh’s henchmen are riding again! Into every 
Jewish home they barge, upsetting the entire household, 
for they dare to rob cradles! Hear the click of horse 
hoofs, the bewildered utterances of little brothers and 
sisters, the infantile cry of the hungry babe, stolen while 
nursing, and the blasphemy of the departing murderers. 
They muttered something about the might and strength 
of one PHARAOH. Know they not that there is One 
above all Pharaohs? The mother possibly followed them 
to the river, hoping to the last that she might, by some 
turn of fate, retrieve the child. But, no, all her hopes 
are blasted as she watches them dismount, carry the 
child to the river’s brink, and, in the name of Pharaoh, 
hurl it into the angry waves. Only the daring of a mother 
could witness such a tragedy! See her as she lunges time 
and again toward the water, only to be stopped by heart- 
less men. She watches the child as it goes down the 
first and second time; she sees the distorted countenance, 
the trembling lip, the searching eyes, and the reaching 
of dimpled hands. 

Something of madness races through her frail body as 
she sees a crocodile slide from the muddy banks into 
the water. As the child goes down for the third and last 
time, its cry silenced by muddy water, she must turn her 
face away, bite her lips, clench her fists till her finger- 
nails bring blood, and send up a wave of lamentation 
that shudders all of God’s universe. If tears there are 
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in heaven, angels have cause to weep. How God’s throne 
must tremble as surge after surge of tearful supplication 
dashes against it! 


HOW LONG has this infamy been practiced? 
Surely God would not permit His children to remain long 
in bondage. “This must be a temporary scourging that 
will'soon let up,” one queries. Ah, no, for 400 years slavery 
has been the lot of God’s chosen people—400 inexpicable 
years of waiting, hoping, praying for freedom. But the 
end is not yet. God will not be defeated. His ultimate 
will cannot be thwarted. God’s anger is slow in kindling, 
but kindle it does. He never moves rashly. His actions 
are deliberate. 

Take warning, sinner, living in open rebellion against 
God, the end is not yet. In the last minute, when you 
think you have gotten away with your lasciviousness 
and lewd living, you will be summoned to give an ac- 
count of your life at God’s judgment bar. God’s hand 
of vengeance is slow in rising, but when He lets it fall, 
it never misses its victim. Let the Christian under dire 
distress be comforted with the same thought. God knows 
all that is transpiring in your life. He still cares. He is 
patient, because His righteousness demands it, but He 
is still your Defender as you will soon see. Stand still and 
see the salvation of the Lord. 

Now the pendulum of God’s clock has slowly but surely 
ticked to the climacteric hour. Night has fallen over 


Egypt’s dusty fields. Welcomed night, glorious night, — 


soothing night—night with its cool, gentle zephyrs—night 
with its mysteries, its strange sounds, its enchantment, 
its bewitchment, its long-awaited restfulness—God’s gift 
to man. The heavens are cloudless; the stars are emulat- 
ing for brightness; the “queenly moon” strolls proudly 
among the “princely stars” waving her magic wand, 
scattering stardust into lovers’ eyes and contentment into 
weary bodies. The palms stand motionless all along the 
Nile and its many tributaries. The light of the moon 
transforms the canals and waterways into glistening 
threads of silver. All is quiet among the 20,000 villages 
and hamlets along the Nile. 

This night seems no different from any other night. All 
the princes of proud Pharaoh have retired to their pala- 
tial homes. Even Pharaoh himself is peaceful tonight, for 
a certain “tormentor” has left the court room in a rage, 
and as he slammed the palace gates he turned and cried 
over his shoulder, possibly stamping his foot in his fury, 
“T will see thy face again no more.” “That was good 
news,” thought Pharaoh. The face of Moses had haunted 
him night and day through the past weeks, anyhow. How 
pleasant would be a respite from his troublings! The 
plagues have all been lifted; the water is clear again; 
the lice are gone; the locusts have been swept away by, 
the hand of God; and all is WELL(?). 

But all are not asleep. In the Hebrew homes there is 
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much activity. Thousands of lambs have been slain and 
prepared for the passover feast. Doubtlessly, as each in- 
nocent lamb was slain, it sent up a plaintive cry into 
the heavens, reminding God of His promise—as if God 
Qrees reminding. The instructions given to Moses by God 

have been carried out. Each home where dwells a Hebrew 
has been marked with a mysterious sprinkling of blood 
on either doorpost. What meaneth these strange maneu- 
vers? Everywhere one turns he finds preparedness—the 
lamb slain, the feast completed, the baggage packed, the 
staff in hand, the entire family alerted—all ears strain- 
ing, all eyes searching, all hearts pounding in anxiety, 
all voices hushed—waiting, watching, listening for the 
signal. But what shall be the signal to commence the 
march. God has promised that at about midnight the 
destroying angel will go through the land smiting the 
first-born of both men and beast of the Egyptians. Dur- 
ing the commotion created by such mass murder, they 
were to commence their exodus. 


THE HOUR IS come! There is a great wail 
sent up from the hovels of the poor, the swanky homes 
of the rich, and even from Pharaoh’s palace; there rolls 
a mighty wave of lamentation as in each the dead are 
found. The mother awakens in the night to find her 
precious child dead in her arms. The young couple quakes 
with deep emotion as they stand staring through tear- 
dimmed eyes at the motionless form in the baby bed. Why 
just a few hours ago he was so playful as they tucked 
him in. But now! But now—God has wrought vengeance. 
Pharaoh sends for his son and wonders why the servant 
is so long in carrying out his command. But Pharaoh’s 
son is dead, too. Oh, the completeness of God’s opera- 
tions! The signal is given, and about three million people 
start their hazardous journey. What an undertaking! 
Surely Moses will need God’s help before this journey 
is completed. 

What a spectacle! About three million people—women 
clinging to husbands, children clutching at mothers’ 
skirts, men looking straight ahead, with faces set like 
flint toward the dreaded wilderness and hearts pulsating 
with eagerness to reach the promised land. On they 
trudge, with clouds of dust rolling about them, for there 
are six million human feet, as well as millions shuffling 
feet of the flocks and herds, beating the ground. Imagine, 
if you can, the suffocation, strangulation, and misery of 
such a predicament. Lift yourself with the unlimited 
power of the imagination and set yourself down in the 
midst of that tired and thirsty throng; look about you 
and see your little family in such peril; feel the burning 
thirst; hear the howl of ravenous beasts rolling from 
yonder thickets; watch every moment for poisonous ser- 
pents lest they devour your young—think for a moment 
on these things and you begin to sense, partially, the 
price God’s people paid for freedom. And, oh, the faith 
of these precious folk! They travel to a land they know 
not of. They wander trustingly behind a man who prom- 
ises great things. He says his God has talked with him. 
Who can know the doubts that harbor in the breasts of 
these fathers as they look first at Moses, then at the 
threatening wilderness, and then at their families which 
they love more than Canaan itself. Only a father is cap- 
able of understanding their misgivings and apprehen- 
sions. 


* NIGHT HAS FALLEN, and it is time for en- 
campment. Watch them mill about as families try to 
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get together for the night. Those who had fallen behind 
are still straggling in. How weary they must be! As they 
lie down, hoping for rest, they doubtlessly dream of the 
romantic land they have left. They remember the soft 
pastures of Goshen, the invigorating breezes that blew 
off the river Nile, the laughter of children as. they drove 
the full-uddered cattle in at sundown. Just then the low- 
ing of thirsty cattle pierces the air, and a feeling of 
homesickness and nostalgia creeps over them. They have 
followed a cloud by day and a pillar of fire by night—the 
Shekinah has directed them to this desert. Could a lov- 
ing God be so cruel! Have they been led here for a mass 
slaughter? As they begin to take their bearings, they dis- 
cover, to their dismay, that they are TRAPPED. They 
have but one direction to go, and that is BACKWARD. 
Does the omniscient God have such incomplete plans? I 
tell you, Nay! And then to add to their peril, just when 
they have decided they might retrace their steps, a mes- 
senger announces what appears to be their doom. Clouds 
of dust are rolling over the same path they have just 
travelled. Another host is moving. Who are they? Lost 
companies rejoining their friends? No. Another nation 
of God’s oppressed being delivered? No. Reinforcements 
to strengthen their courage? No. None of these, but rath- 
er Pharaoh’s army in full array for battle and anxious 
for the kill. Completely trapped in an inextricable net! 
Little groups huddle together this night in the en- 
campment, questioning the prudence of their leader and 
the purpose of God Himself. They murmur amongst

themselves until they finally muster courage to complain 
and accuse Moses to his face. Possibly they say, “We told 
you so. We warned you of this journey, but you preferred 
to listen to the voice of your God rather than us. We 
blame you for this plight.” See the broken-hearted pastor 
as he takes himself apart from his accusers to commune 
with the One who has given him his orders and direction 
all along the way. As he pours out his heart to God, he 
received the divine mandate as follows: “Wherefore criest 
thou unto me? speak unto the children of Israel, that 
they GO FORWARD: but lift thou up thy rod, and stretch 
out thine hand over the sea, and divide it: and the chil- 
dren of Israel shall go on dry ground through the midst 
of the sea. And behold, I will harden the hearts of the 
Egyptians, and they shall follow them: and I will get me 
honour upon Pharaoh, and upon all his host, upon his 
chariots, and upon the horsemen. And the Egyptians shall 
know that I am the Lord.” 


SUDDENLY THE CLOUD that has been 
leading them begins to lift, and it passes over their heads 
and settles down directly behind them, shielding them 
from the view of Pharaoh and his army. Moses in com- 
pliance with God’s behest, smites the waters, and, to the 
astonishment of all ages, the waters roll back and up in 
crystal walls. The cry is given and passes along the host, 
“GO FORWARD.” The tramp goes on all night. Who can 
know the anxiety of the Israelites as they descend into 
the bed of the sea, seeing the waters rearing on either 
side.

AITH EXERCISED in a man’s mind and heart 

lifts him above the realm of carnal thoughts and 

acts, into the realm of the infinite, where faith 
becomes, in reality, the substance and the evidence. (The 
natural man receives not the things of the Spirit.) 


Faith is the motivating influence that makes a child of 
God tick and helps him to stand in the face of defeat, 
rise when others fall, sing while others weep, pray while 
others faint, love while others hate, and work while 
others shirk.

We are justified by faith (sure ground for belief) in 
the Son of God.

Explicit, unadulterated, mustard-seed faith gives 
strength and ability for service even to moving moun- 
tains, sycamine trees, etc., as for that matter, any ob- 
stacle Satan may invent against you disintegrates and 
disappears when the right amount of the right kind of 
faith is applied to it. 

Faith has no limit, knows no bounds, has never been 
defeated, counts its success by its efforts. When a man 
fails is when he loses his faith and accepts defeat.

its fullest and most extensive meaning is a benev- 

olent disposition of mind toward our fellow Chris- 
tians, growing out of sincere and fervent devotion to God. 
This principle of living, as Christ sees it, supercedes all 
other traits or habits that man possesses, for without 
charity a man is nothing, even though he possesses 
many honorable characteristics, traits, and abilities. Nay, 
without charity the most glorious gifts are nothing. They 
are of no account to us, of no esteem in the sight of God. 
It is not the knowledge or abilities, or even faith in a 
man, though great his faith may be, even to the extent 
of having mountains moved at his command; but God 
places His value on true and hearty devotion and love. 

There have-been many excellent examples of charity 
and love in the past history of man, and many men 
have made great sacrifices for their country and people. 
Great philanthropists, as Carneige, Morgan, and the late 
President Roosevelt have given and sacrificed much for 
the world around them. No matter how great were the 
efforts of these and other men, there has never been, 
nor will there ever be, any act of charity or love to any- 
where near parallel or duplicate the gracious act of God 
in giving His Son. Truly, this is the greatest and most 
noble act of devotion that could be paid to anyone, for 
Christ Himself said, “What manner of love is this that 
a man lay down his life for a friend?” implying that 
there is no higher, nobler, or equal to such an act of 
kindness and sincere love. 

The gifts and graces of God are good and great, but we 
must first have charity before we can ever become ac- 
quainted with the provider of these gifts and graces. The 
Bible states very plainly “He that knoweth not loveth 
not God, for God is love.” So by the very nature of the 
fact we must first have charity, which is love, before we 
can know God, for without this vital factor we can never 
hope to gain a working knowledge of God. 

Christ impresses us to love one another and be kind to

anchorage” no doubt quickens their pace. As the last Is- 
raelite is going down into the Red Sea’s depth, someone 
of the host of Pharaoh hears the commotion, is aroused 
from his strange slumber, and sounds the alarm. 

It has been conjectured that Pharaoh’s army could not 
see the Israelites, nor the divided waters, but that they 
kept following the sound. The Shekinah, which blinded 
them, began following the last Israelite, and leading the 
armorbearers of Pharaoh into the bed of the sea. Phara- 
oh’s host, hearing the noise of the moving multitude im- 
mediately in front of them, kept marching, hoping each 
moment to overtake them—all the while being led into 
a trap. Everyone remembers with delight what happened, 
As the last Israelite climbed up the bank, God lifted His 
hand from the waters and they rolled together, drowning 
horsemen and horses, slaying Pharaoh and burying his 
chariots of war. Then the song of deliverance was begun. 
What a song it must have been! The, sight of dead Egyp- 
tians being washed up on the beach with each pulsation 
of the sea must have put great gusto and exhilaration 
into their singing. I don’t think Miriam had to coax that 
choir to sing. They had something to sing about. And I 
firmly feel, that our song of redemption and deliverance 
would take on more feeling and pathos if we could fully 
realize the greatness of our deliverance. 

Space would not permit elaboration of each lesson 
taught by this marvelous episode in the history of God’s 
people, but I should like to touch lightly on just a few. 
I learn first from my text that GOD’S PATIENCE WEARS 
OUT. He had permitted His children to suffer for 400 
years. Why should this be allowed to continue 400 years? 
Do you suppose God delights in seeing His children smart 
under a whip or work their fingers sore trying to gather 
stubble for bricks? I tell you, Nay! But the same 400 
years of suffering for God’s chosen ones were 400 years of 
forbearance and mercy to the Egyptians. God is not will- 
ing that “any should perish,” but that all, Egyptian and 
Israelits, should “come to repentance.” But, seeing their 
incorrigibleness, the merciful God became an angry God, 
and judgment naturally pursued. 

I observe further from my text that GOD’S PLANS 
CANNOT BE FRUSTRATED. He had spoken in times 
past that He would be with His people to protect and 
deliver them. They had almost forgotten their God and 
had become naturalized to Egypt. They had begun to en- 
joy the leeks, garlic, melons, and cucumbers of the Egyp- 
tians. But God would not have it so. His afflictive rod 
must be placed upon their backs in order that they be 
made to long for deliverance and be made ready to for- 
sake all. The time came; God’s hour arrived; the angel 
did his work; the movement began just as God had de- 
creed it should. So with all of God’s plans, reader. Just as 
certainly as these past prophecies have been fulfilled to 
the letter, so will the things predicted to come be carried 
out to their fulness. God is not mocked. God does not 
forget, nor does He make promises promiscuously. Well 
might you tremble, sinner, as you think of the prophecies 
of judgment, heaven, hell, the lake of fire, and the roll- 
ing cycles of E-T-E-R-N-I-T-Y! Well might you rejoice, 
Christian, as you ponder over the promises of complete 
deliverance, complete health, eternal life, dazzling 
crowns and mansions, and the raptures of a glorious 
heaven. God’s plans for you are forever established in the 
heavens. 
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I learn from my text that the COMPLAINING CHIL- 
DREN OF GOD NEED TO “GO FORWARD.” The Red 
Sea will part. Pharaoh’s host will drown. His war chariots 
will bog in the mire, and his horses will trample their 
riders into the mud. You will yet hear the gurgling of 
God’s enemies. You will rejoice to see your tormentors 
overthrown and submerged in waves of eternal wrath. 
There will yet be consternation and pandemonium in the 
camp of the wicked. Let them scheme and plot against 
the cause of righteousness. Let them conspire and con- 
nive all they will. God’s arm will be made bare in due 
time, and those rebels will be routed. But hear ye the 
command of the Lord, pilgrim; Canaan is on the other 
side of the river of your difficulty. You must cross it. 
There is no use crying unto the Lord and murmuring 
about your difficulty; the command is to “GO FOR- 
WARD.” Advance in Jesus’ name, and walls will tumble, 
armies will fall, and God will be glorified. It seems to me 
that the rallying cry of the Lord God of hosts today is 
“Go forward. Dare to believe. Obedience will yet save 
you. Though the waters roar and spit their foam at you 
in utter defiance, dare to march on. The enemy is behind 
you, and there are mountains of difficulty on either side, 
but HIS SHEKINAH will be there to protect and shield 
you from the devourer. You shall yet sing on the banks 
of the heavenly Canaan the song of complete and con- 
summate victory.”

teach.” If you pray like you should, you will be another 
man or woman. Your company will change automatical- 
ly. You will court the favors of God, and in so doing you 
will lose your grip on everything else and have more love 
for everybody, and prejudices against none. Prayer opens 
the channel of faith through which God’s love flows. 
Such love can come on no other lives than those who 
give themselves to prayer. 


JESUS PRAYED all night and when He 
came to face death, condemned by ungodly men, He 
faced it with one thing in mind—He was in the will of 
His Father. The Church prayed Peter out of jail. Cornel- 
ius prayed an angel down from heaven. (Acts 10:1-3.) 


Jacob prayed thrice and God settled a family racket. 
When Judas betrayed Christ, the apostles prayed and 
said, “Thou, Lord, which knowest the hearts of all men, 
shew whether of these two thou hast chosen. And they 
gave forth their lots; and the lot fell upon Matthias;

“Dr. J. H. Saayman, the Moderator, 
thanked the Major and expressed the 
Church’s deep appreciation for the 
fine spirit of cooperation the Benoni 
Town Council and its employees had 
displayed. 

“The Reverend Paul H. Walker, Ex- 
ecutive Missions Secretary of Foreign 
Fields of the Church of God, who ar- 
rived by air recently, replied to the 
Major. 

“*The welcome you have accorded 
me since my arrival in your progres- 
sive and virile country, with all its 
potentialities in the spiritual and ec- 
onomic realm, has been a source of 
tremendous inspiration and increased 
vision for lost souls. 

“‘Yesterday afternoon I had the 
privilege of visiting one of the mission 
compounds. Thereafter in the com- 
pany of Mr. Reid of the Benoni Mu- 
nicipal Native Affairs Department 
and Brother Changuion, our Missions 
Board Secretary, I visited Apex Shan- 
ty-town. This town, no doubt, must be 
an incubator of vice and crime. From 
thence we proceeded to the old loca- 
tion and Wattville, the new Native 


township. 

“The improved pine conditions in 
the new township certainly redound 
to the credit of the Town Council of 
Benoni. We entered one of these love- 
ly homes, which was surrounded by a 
profusion of lovely flowers and a 
beautiful green lawn. The interior of 
the home was spotless, the faces of 
the occupants, man and wife, were 
beaming with satisfaction—they had 
evidently been elevated from Shanty- 
town to Wattville. 

“‘*As a responsible secretarial head 
of a church which operates in 54 
countries of the world, I can say that 
I was very favorably impressed with 
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the progress your council has made 
in connection with the social uplift 
of the Bantu. My impressions will, in 
due course, be conveyed to my Board 
on my return to the U. S. A. 

“*You are the social and we are the 
spiritual protectors of the Bantu. Ev- 
ery Bantu and European needs the 
Lord Jesus Christ as his or her Sav- 
iour. The thousands of homes you 
have erected in the space of two years 
speaks volumes of the zeal and energy 
put into the work. Mr. Major, I think 
you will appreciate that the finest 
protection which can be given to the 
millions of pounds you have invested 
in these projects is for these town- 
ships to be inhabited by truly born- 
again natives. You need never fear a 
riot where the children of God are 
gathered, they are law-abiding and an 
asset to any community. 

“*This is the purpose of my visit to 
this grand country of yours—to see by 
what means we can spread the gospel 
more effectively amongst the Bantu. 
The primary solution your Bantu 
problem, as I see it, is his evangeliza- 
tion and not legislation; the latter as- 
pect plays a very important part, but 
its place is secondary. The absence of 
evangelization must of necessity in- 
crease your legislation. 

“With this end in view, we are in- 
vesting many pounds in this vast con- 
tinent of yours, which we pray God 
will not only be of ultimate benefit to 
the Bantu self, but to the Euro- 
pean community as a whole. God 
bless you.’ ”

QUESTION: What did Jesus mean 
in John 11:4 when He said concern- 
ing the sickness of Lazarus, “This 
sickness is not unto death, but for the 
glory of God, that the Son of God 


might be glorified thereby”? Lazarus 
did die—J. T. P., Kansas City, Kan- 
sas. 


LAZARUS DIED, but his 
was not a permanent death. In verse 
11 Jesus referred to the death of Laz- 
arus as sleep, with the statement 
“that I may awake him out of sleep.” 
This does not mean that the death 
of Lazarus was not real, for it was 
just as real as the death of any other 
man, and would have been permanent 
if Jesus had not arrived to call him 
back from death. However, Jesus 
knew all the time that He would do 
this, and could, therefore, state that 
his sickness would not result in death, 
a death from which he would not re- 
turn. His foreknowledge of all that 
would happen caused Him to make 
this statement and add that what 
would happen was for the glory of 
God, that the Son of God might be 
glorified thereby. The death of which 
Jesus spoke was permanent, and the 


evidence is that at some time later he 
had to die again. 


QUESTION: Jeremiah 2:14 says, 
“,.. and I will take you one of a city, 
and two of a family, and I will bring 
you to Zion.” Please explain “one of a 
city, and two of a family.” What is 
the Zion referred to here?—M.A.B. 


JeREMIAH prophesied to 
Judah before and during the Baby- 
lonian at. The portion of scrip- 
ture in which this verse is found con- 
tains the prophecy that Judah will 
be carried away to Babylon because of 
her backsliding; however, when Ju- 
dah returns to the Lord in Babylon, 
He will restore her to the land of Ju- 
dah. In verse 14 God is promising 
that He will not forget or forsake 
those who put their trust in Him in 
the land of Babylon. Even though a 
particular city may have only one Jew 
in it, God will remember him and 
bring him out. Even though a family 
is so small that it has only two mem- 
bers, He will not forget it, but will 
restore it to its own land. His people 
who love Him in the strange land will 
not be forgotten, ———- of how 
alone or how insignificant they may 
be. God will save the individuals rath- 
er than the massive. 

Zion at one time was a suburb of 
Jerusalem, but the term came: to be 
applied to the entire city of Jerusa- 
lem. Because Jerusalem, or Zion, was 
the capital city, the term was often 
applied to the whole land of Judah. 
That is its use here. Zion teday is 
used in the spiritual sense more than 
the literal, and is used to refer to 
heaven. That is a beautiful spiritual 
lesson in this verse. When the Lord 
gathers us unto Himself, He will not 
overlook the least of us, but will gath- 
er one of His children here and an- 
other there until all come with sing- 
ing unto Zion.
